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Foreword 


For more than one hundred years, the Public Archives of Canada has been 
acquiring a vast collection of documentary resources. Recently, the quantity 
of documents has been doubling about every ten years, while the diversity of 
material has become more and more pronounced, especially with the intro- 
duction of new technology. 

Almost thirty years ago, the Public Archives of Canada began a com- 
prehensive program of preparing finding aids in order to inform researchers 
and other interested persons of the documentation available and to make 
access for consultation easier. In some cases the Public Archives has sought 
to involve other Canadian institutions in this endeavour so that union 
catalogues covering almost all archives of any importance could be 
produced. 

Although this program has succeeded in describing a substantial portion 
of the Public Archives’ documentary resources, although catalogues of ex- 
tensive collections of maps and printed matter have appeared in private 
publications, and although every year the annual report lists the majority of 
new accessions and new acquisitions, the general public, researchers and 
even Canadian archivists have difficulty obtaining a relatively accurate and 
complete overview of the enormous quantity of documents of all kinds held 
by the Public Archives of Canada. 

It thus seemed useful, in fact necessary, to publish a very brief description 
of the resources and services available to users of the Archives. Under the 
title “General Guide Series”, both public and private records are described in 
eight convenient volumes, each prepared by a different division of the 
Archives Branch. 

The Public Archives wishes to thank Eldon Frost, Director of the Federal 
Archives Division and his staff, Alain Clavet, Co-ordinator, and the Publica- 
tions Division for contributing to the preparation and publication of this 
guide entitled Federal Archives Division.

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Preface 


The Federal Archives Division preserves permanently those textual re- 
cords of the federal government which have long-term value. The holdings 
of the Division form the collective memory of the national government and 
are essential to its continued effective operation as well as to general histor- 
ical research. The functions of the Division are to select, preserve, and make 
available to the public these historically significant records in accordance 
with the appropriate legislation. Departments and agencies of the federal 
government offer their permanent records to the Public Archives at the 
earliest possible date in order to ensure the preservation of their contents. 
Records are identified for permanent retention and transferred to the 
Federal Archives Division even if they are not immediately available for 
public research. 

Previously published as Historical Records of the Government of Canada in 
1978 and 1981, this general guide has been prepared to familiarize re- 
searchers, government officials and the general public with the nature of the 
Division’s activities and to provide a concise description of its holdings. The 
first two parts outline the Division’s activities, the services and the concepts 
which have been developed to organize original documentary material and 
provides advice on use of the record groups for research. In addition to the 
description of the records, a short paragraph for each record group entry 
explains the principal functions and administrative background of the de- 
partment or agency. This should enable the reader to understand better the 
nature of the records and the administrative inter-relationships between the 
various agencies represented by record groups. 

Glenn T. Wright organized the indexes and prepared the entries for the 
records of the Trade and Communications, and State and Military Records 
Sections. Terry Cook did those for the Natural Resources Records, and 
Manpower and Social Development Records Sections, and wrote parts one 
and two. The publication would not have been possible without the efforts of 
present and previous staff members who have collected and described 
federal archives.

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1 Introduction to the 
Federal Archives Division 


Responsibilities 


The Federal Archives Division is responsible for the appraisal, selection, 
custody, and reference of the unpublished historical records created and 
received by the departments and agencies of the Government of Canada 
since 1867, and of some of its predecessors. In meeting its principal respon- 
sibility, which is to ensure that all non-current departmental files are exam- 
ined and that records with actual or potential historical research value are 
transferred to the Archives Branch on a regular and continuing basis, the 
Federal Archives Division works closely with the staff of the Records Man- 
agement Branch of the Public Archives of Canada as well as with departmen- 
tal officers. Records that have long-lasting legal, financial, evidential, or 
proprietary value to the government are retained permanently by the Divi- 
sion. Records are also selected for permanent retention if they document 
significantly the creation and implementation of acts, policy, and programs 
of a department (including their development and their impact on the 
public), or the internal operations and organizational structure of a depart- 
ment (including sources of ideas and methods of decision implementation). 
Finally, records are kept if their informational value is judged significant for 
research purposes. By following such criteria, the Division attempts to 
preserve records essential to both government officials and private 
researchers. 

Once the records have been selected for permanent archival retention, the 
Division prepares suitable inventories and finding aids, provides in-person 
public service and reference, and answers telephone and written inquiries 
concerning the records in its custody. Through protective microfilming and 
physical restoration, it also attempts to ensure the conservation of its often 
fragile holdings. Increasingly, the Division is providing these services for a 
growing number of Crown corporations and commissions of inquiry. With 
the accelerating pace of government decentralization, it is also assessing the 
historical value of regional and field office records. 


Holdings 


The holdings of the Federal Archives Division, which occupy nearly 
twenty-seven kilometres of shelf space, document all aspects of Canadian 
history from the eighteenth century to the present. These holdings take 
such forms as dockets, files, letterbooks, reports, registers, indexes, and 
similar types of written and typewritten documentation. Individual photo- 
graphs, posters, maps, plans, and printed items are also normally retained 
on the files in the Division’s custody. Separate and easily identifiable blocks 
of other forms of public records, however, are transferred to or collected 


directly by other divisions of the Archives Branch: books and pamphlets by 
the Public Archives Library; paintings, drawings, and posters by the Picture 
Division; maps, plans, and engineering and architectural drawings by the 
National Map Collection; photographs by the National Photography Collec- 
tion; computer- generated data and supporting documentation by the Ma- 
chine Readable Archives; and oral history, film, and broadcast items by the 
National Film, Television and Sound Archives. The careers of public officials, 
and not infrequently some of their department's records, are found in the 
private papers of prime ministers, ministers, and senior public servants 
donated by citizens to the Manuscript Division. The records of some pre- 
Confederation agencies, such as those represented by the records in RG 1, 4, 
5, and 8, and parts of RG 7 and 14, are also the custodial responsibility of the 
Manuscript Division. 


Origins 


When a national Archivist was first appointed in 1872 in the Department of 
Agriculture, he had no responsibility for the records of the federal govern- 
ment, normally the major function of a national archives. Acquisitions for 
many years were confined to private papers and the records of the govern- 
ments of France and Great Britain relating to Canada. Yet the preservation of 
public records was not ignored. In 1873, a Keeper of Records was appointed 
in the Department of the Secretary of State to arrange the official and 
historical records of the Government of Canada. For many years this official 
devoted his time to indexing the records of Canada East and Canada West. 

In response to the growing concern over the lack of a uniform system of 
keeping records, a Departmental Commission on Public Records suggested 
in 1898 that the activities of the Archives Branch located in the Department of 
Agriculture, the Records Branch of the Department of the Secretary of State, 
and sundry other records offices be centralized in one agency. This was done 
in 1903 when an Order in Council made the Archives Branch responsible for 
public records as well as private manuscripts. The national archives would 
collect not only the official and historical records of the national government, 
but also documents of private individuals and institutions having national 
historical significance, as well as select records of foreign governments 
relating to Canadian history. This concept was enshrined in the Public 
Archives Act of 1912 which established the Public Archives of Canada as an 
independent agency responsible for “public records, documents and other 
historical material of every kind, nature and description....” 

Perhaps because of the emphasis of the old Archives Branch before 1903, 
the priority of public records in the new institution was for many years a low 
one. A Royal Commission on Public Records, appointed in 1912, recom- 
mended two years later that no public record could be destroyed without the 
approval of the Treasury Board, and that all historical public records must be 
transferred to the Public Archives of Canada. Nevertheless, because of the 
restraints imposed by two world wars and the depression, an orderly, 
efficient system of records management was not realized until the 1950s. 
Bills brought before Parliament in 1927 and 1936 sought to extend the role of 
the Archives in the field of government records, even to the point of the 


possible creation of a separate Public Records Office, but both came to 
naught. 

After World War II, the situation changed. An interdepartmental Public 
Records Committee was established in 1945, a fore-runner of the Advisory 
Council on Public Records set up in 1966. Both bodies offered advice on the 
storage, scheduling, microfilming, and general management of federal pub- 
lic records. In 1951, the Royal Commission on National Development in the 
Arts, Letters, and Sciences (Massey Commission) again stressed the need 
for a Public Records Office. This call for an integrated approach to records 
management and archival preservation was answered by the establishment 
of the Public Archives Records Centre (later the Records Management 
Branch) to co-ordinate departmental records schedules identifying the 
period of administrative value of each public record, to store dormant re- 
cords, to arrange for the orderly destruction of routine records having no 
historical value, and to transfer to the Archives Branch those records of 
potential historical significance. The explosion in government paperwork — 
the equivalent of fifty box-cars full of paper generated annually — soon led to 
the creation of Regional Records Centres at Toronto, Montreal, Vancouver, 
Halifax, Winnipeg, and Edmonton. In the 1950s, the government's Central 
Microfilm Unit was also transferred to the Public Archives of Canada, thus 
ensuring the close relationship between micrographic creation, records 
management, and archives. 

All this post-war activity was formalized by the Public Records Order of 
1966 (P.C. 1966-1749). The Dominion Archivist, under the general direction 
of the Treasury Board, received complete authority over the scheduling, 
destruction, and historical retention of all public records. This integrated 
system of records management, especially the required establishment of 
new record schedules, coupled with clearer access guidelines, soon caused a 
significant increase in the volume of federal records retained annually by the 
Archives. During the 1960s, more records were accessioned than in the 
previous nine decades combined. By careful selection through record sched- 
ules, and additional screening by archivists, the Public Archives now retains 
permanently somewhat less than four percent of all federal government 
records created each year. 

The creation of a Public Records Section in 1965 mirrored these develop- 
ments. Eight years later, this unit was given increased responsibilities as the 
Public Records Division. In 1980, its name was changed to the Federal 
Archives Division. 


Organization 


The Federal Archives Division is divided into four sections which deal 
directly with historical records, one which co-ordinates research facilities 
and services, and one which provides reference and information processing 
support. 

The State and Military Records Section is responsible for the records of those 
government departments and central agencies concerned with the admin- 
istration of the Government of Canada. Major areas of responsibility include 
the Privy Council Office, the Treasury Board, and the Departments of 


National Revenue, Justice, External Affairs, and Finance, as well as the 
Governor General's Office. The vast military sources include the records of 
the Department of National Defence and its predecessor, the Department of 
Militia and Defence. The Section also looks after the records of more than 125 
federal royal commissions and of defunct boards, offices, and commissions. 
In addition, the cultural agencies of the federal government, the Department 
of the Secretary of State, and the Registrar General of Canada are all docu- 
mented in its holdings. 

The Trade and Communications Records Section has responsibility for the 
records of those government departments and agencies concerned with the 
promotion and regulation of trade, commerce, and communications 
throughout Canada. Of special significance are the records of the Depart- 
ment of Trade and Commerce and the Wartime Prices and Trade Board. Also 
of interest are the records of the Canadian National Railways and all its 
predecessor companies. Research is often undertaken among the holdings 
of the Departments of Public Works, Post Office, Marine, Railways and 
Canals, and Transport. 

The Manpower and Social Development Records Section is responsible for the 
records of the departments and agencies primarily concerned with Cana- 
dian citizens. Considerable research is done on the records of the Indian 
Affairs Program, the Immigration Branch, and the Department of Labour. 
Valuable information is also found in the records of the Department of 
National Health and Welfare, Central Mortgage and Housing Corporation, 
Manpower Branch, Habitat Secretariat, Unemployment Insurance Commis- 
sion, and the Company of Young Canadians. 

The Natural Resources Records Section is responsible for the records created 
by those agencies primarily concerned with the development and regulation 
of Canada’s natural resources, including Dominion Lands and federal land 
patents. Many of the records were generated by the Department of the 
Interior (1873-1936) and its direct successors: the Departments of Mines and 
Resources; Mines and Technical Surveys; Energy, Mines and Resources; 
Environment; Northern Affairs and National Resources; and Indian Affairs 
and Northern Development. The Section is also responsible for the records 
of Agriculture Canada, the National Capital Commission, and the National 
Energy Board. 


The Record Group Concept 


In arranging records, archivists follow the principle of provenance, which 
states that the records of a distinct agency should be maintained as they were 
received from that agency and that the original order of the records must be 
respected. To do less, to organize records by research-oriented subject areas, 
geographically, or chronologically, would destroy the evidential value repre- 
sented by the records themselves; it would in effect remove them from the 
context in which they were created. Accordingly, the holdings of the Federal 
Archives Division are organized into separate record groups. The archival 
record group (RG) is generally a body of records of a government depart- 
ment, agency, or branch that exhibited administrative continuity over a 
period of time. The records are related functionally and organizationally 


through common file registry systems. As can be seen from the following 
pages, most record groups are confined to single government departments 
or major branches within them. 

Yet the record group has also been applied in several other ways. Often, 
for example, more than one record group relates to a specific organizational 
structure. The Department of Indian Affairs and Northern Development 
(INA) had from 1966 to 1979 three major responsibilities: native people, 
national parks and historic sites, and the administration of the Yukon and 
Northwest Territories. Major, autonomous units of INA administered these 
three areas and maintained distinct file registry systems, and have done so 
even though these units have shifted through four or five of INA’s pre- 
decessor agencies. These three agencies are organized into three record 
groups: Indian Affairs (RG 10), Parks Canada (RG 84), and Northern Affairs 
Program (RG 85). In addition, however, certain functions of INA (Deputy 
Minister's Office, Legal Division, Information Services, etc.) related to ail 
three Programs and these common, departmental-wide concerns are 
organized into a fourth record group: Indian Affairs and Northern Develop- 
ment (RG 22). Similar situations exist for the Departments of Energy, Mines 
and Resources (RG 21), Environment (RG 108), and Citizenship and Immi- 
gration (RG 26). 

Other record groups bring together for convenience small bodies of re- 
cords of a similar nature that have no administrative relationship or con- 
tinuity. Examples are the records of the 129 separate Royal Commissions in 
RG 33 and the 37 Boards, Offices, and Commissions in RG 36. Only Boards 
and Commissions of short duration or relatively minor importance are 
grouped in RG 36; more important and lasting agencies have been assigned 
separate record group status, for example, the Canadian Grain Commission 
(RG 80), National Battlefields Commission (RG 90), National Harbours Board 
(RG 66), and Food Prices Review Board (RG 115). 

The constant evolution of government organization has yielded two 
trends. On the one hand, as a department expanded with new branches and 
divisions, its records acquired a growing complexity that is often reflected, 
when these records arrive in the Federal Archives Division, by the creation of 
numerous record groups. The records of the Department of the Interior (RG 
15) are the best example. Although the records of the core Dominion Lands 
Bureau remain in RG 15, the records documenting Interior’s other functions 
are widely scattered: Indian Affairs (RG 10), Royal Canadian Mounted Police 
(RG 18), Forestry (RG 39), Geological Survey of Canada (RG 45), Dominion 
Observatories (RG 48), Immigration (RG 76), Parks Canada (RG 84), North- 
ern Affairs (RG 85), Mines (RG 86), Mineral Resources (RG 87), Surveys and 
Mapping (RG 88), Water Resources (RG 89), and Geographical Branch (RG 
92). On the other hand, separate, independent agencies are sometimes 
combined into one and will be grouped into a single record group. The 
records of the Board of Transport Commissioners, Marine Transport Com- 
mission, and Air Transport Board are all part of RG 46, the Canadian 
Transport Commission — the body which combined and replaced the other 
three. 


In short, the record group concept is in constant evolution. When using 
this publication, therefore, researchers should bear in mind that sources on 
their topic may well be located in numerous record groups. Any one issue 
has usually been examined or controlled by more than one agency or 
department. An understanding of the administrative connections and struc- 
tures is necessary to utilize most profitably public records for research 
purposes. Researchers should, therefore, constantly check for cross refer- 
ences and organic links among the various record groups. 


2 Services of the 
Federal Archives Division 


Reference Aids 


In addition to this guide, there are two levels of reference aids produced by 
the Federal Archives Division to help researchers use its holdings: 


1. Inventories. The inventories for each record group contain, for each series 
heading, short administrative histories of the sub-unit or individual 
involved and a brief, general description of the type and nature of the 
records in the series. Inventories also contain an administrative history of 
the agency as a whole, information on available finding aids, and lists of 
volumes having access restrictions. Several inventories have been pub- 
lished (RG 2, 10, 11, 18, 20, 31, 39, 55, 64, 65, 69, 81, 85, 88, 115, and 126) 
and may be obtained free of charge from the Division. 


2. Finding Aids. The Division indexes or lists items down to the single file as 
the basic unit. Finding aids take such forms as contemporary registers of 
correspondence and indexes to registers, shelf lists, file lists, card in- 
dexes, and for larger, more heavily used record groups, computer-gener- 
ated subject indexes. 


Two other reference aids are available. Special thematic guides are pre- 
pared occasionally; these booklets draw together references on a given topic 
from all the record groups. Four such guides are available from the Division 
free of charge: Sources for the Study of Canada’s National Parks; Sources for the 
Study of the Second World War; Sources for the Study of the Canadian North; and 
Material Relevant to British Columbia Labour History in RG 27, Canada Depart- 
ment of Labour Records. In addition, an annual list of Accessions is published, 
and available without charge, to provide an up-to-date summary of the latest 
additions to the holdings of the Federal Archives Division. 


Research Facilities 


Whenever possible, it is advisable for researchers to contact the Federal 
Archives Division before paying a visit in person in order to determine the 
availability of information on their topics. Upon arrival in the Division, 
researchers may register and consult the reference tools described above 
between 8:30 and 16:45, Monday to Friday. During this time, archivists are 
also available for consultation. 

The archival materials which researchers identify as being of interest may 
be ordered between 8:30 and 16:45 at the Circulation Desk in the Main 
Research Room on the third floor. Because many collections are stored off- 
site, itis advisable for researchers to consult the records location guide in the 
Federal Archives Division when completing their circulation requests. The 


Main Research Room, Microfilm Research Room, and Researchers’ Typing 
Room are open twenty-four hours a day, seven days a week, including 
statutory holidays. The Circulation Desk staff issues lockers in the third floor 
Researchers’ Locker Room to hold archival materials which researchers wish 
to consult outside of the normal office hours. Besides the Circulation Desk 
personnel, there is a full-time staff member in the Microfilm Research Room 
to assist researchers to locate and use microfilmed collections. Only re- 
searchers with a valid research pass issued by one of the divisions of the 
Archives Branch are allowed entry to these facilities. Secure lockers on the 
ground floor are provided for personal belongings and coats which are not 
permitted in the Research Rooms. 

To be fair to other researchers and to ensure that records are not harmed or 
lost, no original documents may be borrowed for use outside the Archives 
building. However, the Division is committed to extensive microfilming of its 
holdings in order to preserve fragile original records and to make informa- 
tion available to a wider audience. Such microfilmed material may be bor- 
rowed, three reels at a time, through the inter-library loan system. Series 
containing microfilmed records are indicated in the following text by an 
asterisk. 

In addition, the Division offers a limited copying service. Cash orders for 
photocopies and reader-printer copies are filled on a daily basis in the third 
floor research facilities, while more substantial invoiced requests are com- 
pleted and subsequently mailed to researchers at a later date. Microfilm 
duplicates and photographic copies may also be ordered. It should be noted 
that copying limits are enforced and that the completion time for requests for 
copies may vary with demand levels.

Access to Federal Government Records 


Access to government records is presently controlied by the Access Direc- 
tive of the Government of Canada (1977). Records more than thirty years old 
are open to the public unless they fall into specifically exempted categories. 
When the Access to Information Act and the Privacy Act are proclaimed, the 
Public Archives will be responsible in law to respond to requests under the 
Acts for records which have been transferred to the control of the Public 
Archives for archival or historical purposes. Briefly, the Access to Information 
Act creates a public right of access to government information except where 
specific exemptions prevent public disclosure while the Privacy Act extends 
the individual's right of access to and protection of personal information in 
government files. The legislation is intended to complement and not replace 
existing procedures for access to government information and is not in- 
tended to limit in any way access to the type of government information that 
is normally available to the general public. Archivists in the Federal Archives 
Division can assist researchers by providing details as to the procedures for 
obtaining access to government records held by the Division. 


3 Description of the Holdings 
of the Federal Archives 


Division 
Nature and Use of the General Guide 


The text of this general guide is arranged in order of record group (RG) 
number. It is followed by a subject grouping of record group titles and an 
alphabetical index. The former is naturally only a rough categorization in 
order to aid researchers; the various groupings are by no means mutually 
exclusive. It does indicate, however, the inter-relationship of the various 
agencies represented by record groups and the need for researchers to 
comprehend the administrative (and therefore archival) links between such 
agencies. To this end, each record group entry begins with a brief outline of 
the principal functions and administrative background of the department, 
branch, or agency involved. As far as space permitted, particular care has 
been taken to demonstrate the crucial links, for research purposes, between 
various units and their predecessor, successor, and parent organizations. 

The record group entries in the text list the major series or sub-groups with 
their inclusive dates. “Series” within record groups relate to sub-offices 
falling under the broader agency defined by the record group itself or to 
types of records created by the agency. The series are generally listed in the 
order in which they appear in the full inventories. The entries themselves as 
well as the metric extent given for the whole record group have been 
standardized through use of a common cut-off date of 31 March 1982; the 
previous (second) edition of this book ended at 31 December 1979. Micro- 
graphic extents or copies of our own holdings are not included in the title 
line. Substantial changes for some record groups entries between this edi- 
tion and the previous two indicate that the RG inventory has been revised 
and reorganized in the interval. 

Inclusive dates refer in all cases to the actual records, not the administra- 
tive unit. For example, the Mining Lands and Yukon Branch of RG 85 existed 
from 1909 to 1922, but its records date from 1898 to 1950. The Branch, 
therefore, incorporated some files of predecessor agencies and had some of 
its own files continued by successor agencies. 

Series entries are based on an administrative unit or record type, and 
sometimes a combination of both. Wherever possible, however, such terms 
as “files”, “records”, “correspondence”, and “lettetbooks” have been edited 
out and the administrative units left to stand by themselves, with the 
unwritten implication that it is the records of the unit that are being referred 
to. 

The term, “Central Registry Files”, should also be clearly understood. A 
Central Registry Office ina government agency maintains the file system for 
the whole department and therefore documents all its functions and respon- 
sibilities. Thus, Central Registry Files are almost always the most important 
series in any record group. In order to comprehend the scope of Central 


Registry Files, a knowledge of the creating agency's administrative history, 
legislative mandates, and major responsibilities is necessary. While the 
paragraph following each record group’s title line supplies the highlights of 
such information, more detail may be found in the Canada Year Book 1976-77: 
Special Edition (Ottawa, 1977), Organization of the Government of Canada 1978-79 
(Ottawa, 1979), the individual record group inventories, and departmental 
annual reports, as well as in the records themselves.

Established in 1867 as the successor to the Executive Council of the United 
Canadas, the Privy Council acts as an advisory body to the Crown. The Privy 
Council Office assists the Council in the transaction of cabinet business by 
drafting Orders in Council, assisting the work of the Prime Minister, and co- 


ordinating the operations of cabinet committees.

The Post Office was established as a federal department in 1867 although 
postal operations in Canada date from 1755; until 1851 these services were 
under the control of British authorities. In 1981 the Post Office ceased to bea 
department of government and became a Crown corporation. The mandate 
of the Post Office is to establish, operate, and maintain a full range of postal 
services in Canada. To achieve this objective the corporation’s functional 
activities are divided into corporate affairs, operational services, marketing, 
finance and administration, and personnel. Canada Post also administers 
the National Postal Museum.

When this Department was established at Confederation its functions in- 
cluded responsibility for all communications between Canada and Great 
Britain, the management of Indian and Crown Lands (RG 10 and RG 15) 
until 1873, and the duties of the Registrar General (RG 68). At various times it 
has been responsible for the RCMP (RG 18), the Public Service Commission 
(RG 32), patents, copyrights, trade marks, and industrial designs (RG 105), 
government printing and stationery, and the Custodian of Enemy Property 
(RG 117). The Secretary of State is responsible for citizenship and naturaliza- 
tion, elections, state protocol, and was responsible for the encguragement of 
the arts and other cultural activities until 1981 when the Arts and Culture 
Branch was transferred to the Department of Communications (RG 97). It 
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also provides translation services to other government departments and 
agencies, and is responsible for multiculturalism, the protection of minority 
rights, and the application of the official languages.

From 1755 until 1860, control of Indian Affairs rested with the Imperial 
Government, as exercised through military commanders, governors gen- 


rc 
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eral, or lieutenant governors. Before an independent Indian Affairs Depart- 
ment was created in 1880, Indian administration fell under the Union 
Department of Crown Lands, 1860-1867, and the federal Departments of 
Secretary of State, 1867-1873 (RG 6), and Interior, 1873-1880 (RG 15). After 
1936, Indian Affairs was again reduced to branch status within the Depart- 
ments of Mines and Resources, 1936-1949 (RG 22), Citizenship and Immigra- 
tion, 1949-1965 (RG 26), Northern Affairs and National Resources, 1965- 1966 
(RG 22), and Indian Affairs and Northern Development, 1966-1979 (RG 22). 
Although Eskimos were placed under the responsibility of the Superintend- 
ent General of Indian Affairs in 1924, the Northern Affairs Program and its 
predecessors (RG 85) administered the Inuit until the creation of the Indian 
and Eskimo (later Inuit) Affairs Program in 1971. The program is responsible 
for education, economic development, local government, social assistance, 
and lands and membership registration for Indians and Inuit.

When established in 1867, Public Works assumed the responsibilities for- 
merly held by the Commissioner of Public Works of the Province of Canada 
including canals, works in navigable waters, harbours, lighthouses, beacons 
and buoys, slides and booms, roads, bridges, and public buildings. Some 
responsibilities were transferred to the Provinces at Confederation and 
others to the Department of Marine (RG 42) in 1868. The Department is 
responsible for public works in Canada, including the management of real 
property, the construction and maintenance of public buildings, acquisition 
of land, and accommodation for federal government use. The Department is 
also responsible for the work of the Dominion Fire Commissioner.

Interior, 1821-1961, 654.3 m RG 15 


The Department of the Interior was formed in 1873 to administer all federal 
lands and natural resources on the Canadian prairies, the Railway Belt of 
British Columbia, and in the far North. Inheriting functions from the De- 
partments of the Secretary of State (RG 6) and Public Works (RG 11), Interior 
was charged with incorporating the largely unsettled areas of Canada into 
John A. Macdonald’s National Policy, which envisioned an integrated nation 
from sea to sea. As population began to flow to the West, Interior also 
received in 1893 from the Department of Agriculture (RG 17) responsibility 
for immigration. The rapid expansion of the West and the North from the 
mid-1890s until the First World War forced the Department to widen its 
horizons and structures, with various branches subdividing again and again 
to cope with much enlarged responsibilities. In 1930, with the settlement 
process largely completed, control of public lands and natural resources was 
given to the prairie provinces and Interior lost most of its raison d’étre. It was 
abolished in 1936 and replaced by the Department of Mines and Resources 
(and its many successors); for a fuller explanation, see the entries for RG 21 
and RG 22. The many branches of the Department of the Interior maintained 
separate record systems and these continued after 1936 in other depart- 
ments. Accordingly, these records Rave been assigned to separate record 
groups; the following listing of such records of units which were at one time 
under the umbrella of the Department of the Interior reveals the immense 
scope of that agency: Indian Affairs (RG 10), Royal Canadian Mounted Police 
(RG 18), Forestry (RG 39), Geological Survey of Canada (RG 45), Dominion 
Observatories (RG 48), Immigration (RG 76), National Parks (RG 84), North- 
ern Affairs (RG 85), Mines (RG 86), Mineral Resources (RG 87), Surveys and 
Mapping (RG 88), Water Resources (RG 89), National Battlefields Commis- 
sion (RG 90), Yukon Territorial Government (RG 91), and Chief Geographer 
(RG 92), as well as numerous sub-units and divisions of even these agencies. 
Despite all the activities symbolized by the above, the principal function of 
Interior remained land, as represented by the Dominion Lands Branch and 
related units, the records of which form the core of RG 15. Nevertheless, the 
records in RG 15 reflect to some degree the activities of all the branches which 
at one time or another were part of the Department.

In 1868, two separate departments were established, Customs, to collect 
custom duties and canal tolls, and Inland Revenue, to collect all excise 
duties, indirect taxes, and stamp duties. In 1887, the ministers of these 
departments were reduced to controllers and responsibility for them was 
placed under the Department of Trade and Commerce (RG 20) from 1892 to 
1897 when once again they were elevated to full departmental status. The 
two departments were merged as Customs and Inland Revenue in 1918; from 
1921 to 1927 the Department was known as Customs and Excise and is now 
called Revenue Canada. In 1924, responsibility for the collection of income 
tax was transferred from the Department of Finance (RG 19).

The Department of Agriculture was established in 1867 with a wide variety of 
functions. Until major reorganizations between 1912 and 1919 reduced its 
responsibilities to purely agricultural concerns, the Department admin- 
istered public health and quarantine (RG 29); census and statistics (RG 31); 
international exhibitions (RG 72); archives (RG 37); copyright, industrial 
designs, trademarks, and patents (RG 105); as well as research on and the 
production and marketing of agricultural products. Indeed, until the crea- 
tion of the experimental farms in 1886, the Department of Agriculture had 
very little to do with agriculture. Until 1893, its most important function was 
control of immigration (see also RG 76, RG 26, and RG 15). This great 
diversity is reflected in the Department's pre-1920 general correspondence 
and letterbooks (first thirteen series below), as well as in more specific series 
of records. After 1920, the central registry files relate to every aspect of 
modern agriculture, including voluminous Second World War records docu- 
menting the Department's vital role in that conflict and Prairie Farm Re- 
habilitation Administration records outlining the Department's response to 
western dust bowls in the Depression.

In 1873, the North West Mounted Police was established to administer justice 
in the North-West Territories, in particular, to pacify the Indians, to suppress 
the liquor traffic, and to collect customs dues. The RCMP now administers 
the enforcement of all federal laws in Canada and by agreement enforces 
criminal and provincial laws in all provinces except Quebec and Ontario. 
The force has been under the jurisdiction of numerous departments since 
1873, but now reports to Parliament through the Solicitor General (RG 73).

This Department was created in 1869 although its origins can be traced to the 
functions administered by the Office of the Receiver General established in 
the eighteenth century. At various times in its history, the Finance Depart- 
ment has been responsible for the Treasury Board (RG 55), the Comptroller 
of the Treasury (RG 54), the Royal Canadian Mint (RG 120), tax inspection, 
old age pensions, superannuation, and the Tariff Board (RG 79). In the 1930s 
many of its operational activities were transferred to other departments and 
agencies so that Finance could concentrate on central analytical and policy 
work. The basic function of the Finance Department is to assist the govern- 
ment in deciding upon and implementing financial and other economic 
policies or measures that best accomplish its major fiscal objectives. To 
accomplish this the Department is divided into the following branches: tax 
policy and legislation, federal-provincial relations and social policy, eco- 
nomic programs and government finance, fiscal policy and economic analy- 
sis, and international trade and finance. The Inspector General of Banks 
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reports to Parliament through the Minister of Finance who is also responsi- 
ble for over sixty acts of Parliament.

Trade and Commerce was established in 1892, and assumed jurisdiction over 
trade and commerce matters formerly administered by the Finance Depart- 
ment (RG 19). At various times in its history the Department has been 
responsible for steamship subsidies and mail subventions, Chinese immi- 
gration (RG 76), census and statistics (RG 31), the grain trade, the exhibition 
commission (RG 72), and a host of operational activities now performed by 
other departments. In 1969, Trade and Commerce amalgamated with the 
Department of Industry to form the Department of Industry, Trade and 
Commerce. In 1982, responsibility for domestic industrial development was 
transferred to a new department, Regional Industrial Expansion, and the 
international trade functions of ITC were assumed by External Affairs (RG 
25). The main objective of ITC was to further the growth, productivity, 
employment opportunities, and prosperity of the Canadian economy 
through the efficient development of Canada’s manufacturing and process- 
ing industries and the expansion of trade and tourism.

When the Department of the Interior (RG 15) was abolished in 1936, it was 


replaced in part by three departments in direct succession: Mines and 
Resources (1936-1949), Mines and Technical Surveys (1949-1966), and Energy, 
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Mines and Resources (1966-1979). (For other aspects of direct successors of 
Interior, see the entry for RG 22.) The operational records of the individual 
branches which existed under one or more of these departments (including 
Interior) are maintained in separate record groups for each branch: Geo- 
logical Survey of Canada (RG 45), Dominion Observatories (RG 48), Domin- 
ion Coal Board (RG 81), Mines (RG 86), Mineral Resources (RG 87), Surveys 
and Mapping (RG 88), Water Resources (RG 89), and Geographical (RG 92). 
Those records dealing with the overall aspects of the Department common to 
all Branches and particular to none — the Deputy Minister's Office, Admin- 
istrative Services, Special Projects Branch — are kept as an entity in RG 21, 
These records often reflect the same subjects as do those in the separate 
record groups for each Branch, but from a different perspective.

When the Department of the Interior (RG 15) was abolished in 1936, it was 
replaced in part by four departments in direct succession: Mines and Re- 
sources (1936-1949), Resources and Development (1949-1953), Northern Af- 
fairs and National Resources (1953-1966), and Indian Affairs and Northern 
Development (1966-1979). (For other aspects of direct successors of Interior, 
see the entry for RG 21.) The operational records of the individual branches 
which existed under one or more of these departments (including Interior) 
are maintained in separate record groups for each branch: Indian Affairs (RG 
10), Forestry (RG 39), Parks Canada (RG 84), Northern Affairs (RG 85), Mines 
(RG 86), Surveys and Mapping (RG 88), and Water Resources (RG 89). Those 
records dealing with the overall aspects of the Department — such areas as 
the Deputy Minister's Office, Legal Division, Engineering and Construction 
Service, and Administrative Program — common to all Branches and par- 
ticular to none are kept as an entity in RG 22. These records deal with the 
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same subjects in many cases as do those in the separate record groups for 
each Branch, but from a different and usually broader perspective. These 
records also reflect the activities of agencies which report through the 
Minister of Indian Affairs and Northern Development: the Commissioner of 
the Yukon Territory, the Commissioner of the Northwest Territories, the 
Historic Sites and Monuments Board, the Northern Canada Power Commis- 
sion (RG 96), and the National Battlefields Commission (RG 90). From 1918 
until 1970, the Canadian Wildlife Service (RG 109) was also under the Minis- 
ter and his predecessors. In 1979, Parks Canada was transferred to the 
Department of the Environment (RG 108).

In 1868, a Department of Marine and Fisheries was created to enforce fishing 
laws. In the past century the Department's role has grown to include re- 
search, hatchery breeding, marketing, producer subsidies, fish conserva- 
tion, and statistics. In 1884, Fisheries and Marine were placed under separate 
deputy ministers; this arrangement ended in 1892. (Marine Branch records 
are in RG 42.) In 1914, fisheries came under the new wartime Department of 
Naval Services (see RG 24), but reverted to the Department of Marine and 
Fisheries in 1920. A separate Department of Fisheries was formed in 1930 
which lasted until the merger with Forestry (RG 39) in 1969. The Department 
of Fisheries and Forestry formed the core of the new Department of the 
Environment in 1971 (RG 108) in which Fisheries enjoyed a quasi-independ- 
ent status. In 1979, a separate Department of Fisheries and Oceans was 
created out of Environment. :

Citizenship and Immigration, 1880-1979, 32.6 m RG 26 


Until 1917 immigration was part of the Departments of Agriculture (RG 17) 
and the Interior (RG 15). After 1917, except for the period from 1936 to 1949, 
Immigration existed as a separate department. While the actual operational 
records of the Immigration Branch remained a distinct series and have been 
preserved as such in RG 76, the records of the larger Departments of 
Immigration and Colonization, 1917-1936, and Citizenship and Immigration, 
1949-1966, are preserved in RG 26. These records relate not only to immigra- 
tion, but to such other responsibilities of these departments as Indian Affairs 
(see RG 10 and RG 22) and Citizenship (RG 6). After 1966, the Department of 
Manpower and Immigration (RG 118) continued this tradition. The records in 
RG 26, aside from the Citizenship aspect, are largely a Deputy Minister's 
series; the immigration records per se are in RG 76, RG 15, and RG 17.

The Conciliation Act of 1900 attempted to settle trade disputes through the 
appointment of Conciliation or Arbitration Boards. The Postmaster General 
(RG 3) was the Minister responsible for the Act, as well as for the publication 
of the Labour Gazette which contained statistical information on industry, 
manpower, and employment. In 1909, a separate Department of Labour took 
over these responsibilities. It has also overseen working conditions (mini- 
mum wages, hours of work, vacations), promoted consultation through joint 
labour-management committees, regulated labour practices by the Govern- 
ment of Canada, sponsored technical education, encouraged workplace 
safety, and operated a women’s bureau. However, following a decision of the 
Judicial Committee of the Privy Council in 1925, conciliation and arbitration 
became provincial responsibilities. In 1966, some of its employment develop- 
ment functions were taken over by the new Department of Manpower and 
Immigration (RG 118).

Munitions and Supply, 1939-1953, 153.3 m RG 28 


In September 1939, the Department of Munitions and Supply was estab- 
lished with responsibility for the allocation and control of raw materials and 
services, conversion of industry to wartime production, establishment of 
new industries, and ensuring fair prices to meet the demands of war. The 
Department of Reconstruction was created in 1944 to formulate and co- 
ordinate plans and projects for reconstruction. These two departments were 
merged in December 1945 as the Department of Reconstruction and Supply 
and continued in existence until 1951. The procurement function had been 
transferred to the Canadian Commercial Corporation (RG 65) in 1947, and 
the Department ceased to exist with the creation of the Department of 
Defence Production (RG 49) in 1951.

National Health and Welfare, 1814-1980, 699.3 m RG 29 


From 1867 to 1919, public health and quarantine were the responsibility of the 
Department of Agriculture (RG 17). Primarily because of the swine flu 
epidemic, a separate Department of Health was established in 1919 which in 
1928 amalgamated with the Department of Soldiers’ Civil Re-establishment 
(1918-1928) to form the Department of Pensions and National Health. This 
Department was in turn replaced in 1944 by the Departments of Veterans 
Affairs (RG 38) and of National Health and Welfare. Health programs in- 
clude services to Indians and Northern residents, the public service, immi- 
grants, and civil aviation personnel; quarantine; food and drug inspection; 
environmental health; hospital and medical care insurance (with the 
provinces); poison control; aid to the blind; and medical research; as well as 
fitness and amateur sport which reports to Parliament through a separate 
Minister of State. Welfare programs include the Canada Pension Plan, Old 
Age Security, Family Allowances, Canada Assistance Plan, Welfare grants, 
and family planning, as well as the New Horizons program.

Canadian National Railways, 1834-1975, 1415.7 m RG 30 


Incorporated in 1919, CNR represented a consolidation of the Canadian 
Northern Railway and the Canadian Government Railway systems. In 1923, 
the Grand Trunk Railway was amalgamated with the CNR. Numerous 
railway lines have since been merged with Canadian National. CN is a 
proprietary corporation established to operate and manage a national sys- 
tem of railways and other transportation and related enterprises including 
trucking and bus lines, telecommunications, hotels, and marine services. 
Records consist of journals, minute books, ledgers, capital stock reports, 
letterbooks, correspondence, schedules, and related documentation for 
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the over 500 railway companies eventually absorbed into, first, the 
Grand Trunk and Canadian Northern Railways and, later, the Canadian 
National Railway. 


Statistics Canada, 1825-1981, 201.3 m RG 31 


This agency can be traced to the establishment in 1847 of the Board of 
Registration and Statistics which became part of the Bureau of Agriculture in 
1855. At Confederation, responsibility for the census and statistics was 
placed under the Department of Agriculture (RG 17) where it remained until 
1918. In that year the Dominion Bureau of Statistics (now Statistics Canada) 
was created as a central statistical agency. The main functions of Statistics 
Canada include the compilation, analysis, and publication of statistical data 
relative to the commercial, industrial, financial, social, and general condition 
of the people, and the regular undertaking of a census of population and 
agriculture in Canada.

The Public Archives was established in 1872 to collect, preserve, and make 
available for research documentation relating to the historical development 
of Canada. In addition to federal government records and private papers, 
the Archives acquires maps, paintings, photographs, sound recordings, 
film, and machine readable records that are worthy of permanent preserva- 
tion. The Archives is also responsible for promoting efficiency and economy 
in the management of federal government records. Until 1903, the Archives 
was a branch of the Department of Agriculture (RG 17), but since then has 
reported through the Secretary of State (RG 6) and, from 1981, the Depart- 
ment of Communications.

Veterans Affairs, 1899-1980, 71.5 m RG 38 


This Department, which is concerned exclusively with the well-being of 
veterans and their dependents, originated with the establishment of the 
Military Hospitals Commission in 1915. In 1918, the MHC was disbanded 
and the Department of Soldier Civil Re-establishment created; the name was 
changed to Pensions and National Health in 1928 and to Veterans Affairs in 
1944. The department provides to veterans treatment services, educational 
assistance, life insurance, land settlement assistance, and pensions. The 
Bureau of Pension Advocates, the Canadian Pension Commission, the Pen- 
sion Review Board, and the War Veterans Allowance Board report to Parlia- 
ment through the Minister of Veterans Affairs.

In 1884, a Forestry Commission was created within the Department of the 
Interior (RG 15) to survey forest conditions. In 1898, this expanded into the 
Timber and Forestry Branch and involved the active development and con- 
servation of forests. (The actual leasing of Dominion Lands for forestry 
purposes was the role of the Timber, Mines and Grazing Branch of the 
Department of the Interior — see RG 15.) From 1908 to 1911, the now Forestry 
Branch also controlled national parks (RG 84), and from 1908 to 1912 irriga- 
tion (RG 89). It became the Forestry Service in 1922. With the abolition of 
Interior, Forestry was from 1936 to 1960 a distinct unit of three larger 
departments; for an explanation of these parent organizations, see the entry 
for RG 22. In 1960, a new Department of Forestry was formed from the old 
Canadian Forestry Service and the Forest Biology Division of the Research 
Branch of the Department of Agriculture (RG 17). In 1966, this became the 
Department of Forestry and Rural Development (see also RG 124), and in 
1969 the Department of Fisheries and Forestry (see RG 23). This Department 
in turn became the core of the new Department of the Environment estab- 
lished in 1971 (RG 108).

Insurance, 1839-1961, 4.8 m RG 40 


Established in 1875 as a branch of the Finance Department (RG 19), this 
Department was constituted a separate agency in 1910, and is now governed 
by the Department of Insurance Act. Its aim is to protect the public against 
financial loss from the operations of federally registered or licensed insur- 
ance companies, financial institutions, and pension plans, and to provide 
actuarial services for government departments and agencies. The Depart- 
ment is organized into three branches: operations, actuarial, and administra- 
tion. It reports to Parliament through the Minister of Finance.

Re- 
sponsibility for the surviving elements of the Department after the War was 
invested in 1947 in the Department of National Health and Welfare (RG 29).

The Geological Survey of Canada was established in 1842 to conduct scien- 
tific investigations and field surveys to determine the extent of Canada’s 
natural resources, with special emphasis on non-renewable energy and 
mineral resources. The GSC has remained an integral scientific organization 
as part of numerous larger departments: Provincial and Civil Secretaries’ 
Offices, 1842-1867 (RG 4 and RG 5); Secretary of State, 1867-1873 (RG 6); 
Interior, 1873-1890 (RG 15); Mines, 1907-1936 (RG 86); Mines and Resources, 
1936-1949 (RG 21); Mines and Technical Surveys, 1949-1966 (RG 21); and 
Energy, Mines and Resources, 1966-1980 (RG 21). From 1890 to 1907, the 
GSC was an independent department. It also controlled the national mu- 
seums for many years and collected mineral statistics (RG 87).

Canadian Transport Commission, 1857-1979, 293.3 m RG 46 


This Commission was created in 1967 to succeed the Board of Transport 
Commissioners, the Air Transport Board, and the Canadian Maritime Com- 
mission. The CTC is a court of record required to perform all the regulatory 
and other functions vested in it by the National Transportation Act, the 
Railway Act, the Aeronautics Act, and the Transport Act in order to co- 
ordinate the operations of all transportation carriers. These duties are per- 
formed by six transport committees: Air, Commodity Pipeline, Interna- 
tional, Motor Vehicle, Railway, and Water.

Magnetism and astronomical position were the basis of nineteenth-century 
surveying; not surprisingly, the position of Chief Astronomer emerged in 
1890 as part of the Topographical Surveys Branch (RG 88) of the Department 
of the Interior (RG 15). With the construction of a new observatory in Ottawa, 
a separate Astronomical Branch was created in 1903. The Dominion Astro- 
physical Observatory in Victoria was completed in 1917, considerably ex- 
panding the work of the Observatories Branch. When the Department of the 
Interior was abolished in 1936, the Observatories Branch continued its 
existence until 1970 as a distinct uhit of several larger departments; for an 
explanation of these parent organizations, see the entry for RG 21. In that 
year, the astronomical functions were transferred to the National Research 
Council (RG 77); the geophysical functions (gravity, magnetism, seismology, 
permafrost) became the Earth Physics Branch of Energy, Mines and Re- 
sources (RG 21).

Established by treaty between Great Britain and the United States, and 
ratified by Canada in 1911, the IJC has control over the use, obstruction, or 
diversion of boundary waters. Problems arising from a common frontier are 
also referred to the Commission. The IJC co-ordinates activities under the 
Canada-U.S. Agreement on Great Lakes Water Quality, and under the 
auspices of the Commission a number of international boards have been 
established to investigate common environmental problems.

The Dominion Housing Act of 1935 (replaced by the National Housing Act of 
1938) made available increased funds for home mortgages and was admin- 
istered by the Department of Finance (RG 19). In 1945, the Central Mortgage 
and Housing Corporation was created to administer the NHA and other war- 
time housing measures, and to prepare for an anticipated post-war housing 
boom. Aside from insuring mortgage loans, CMHC has also been involved 
with land assembly, low cost rental programs, native, co-operative, public, 
and assisted ownership housing, and the testing of construction material in 
co-operation with the National Research Council (RG 77).

An independent Auditor General was first appointed in 1878 to audit the 
public accounts of the government of Canada. Prior to 1878, the Auditor 
General was an officer of the Finance Department (RG 19). Although some 
changes in responsibilities were effected in 1931 under amendments to the 
Consolidated Revenue and Audit Act, the AGO remained essentially the 
same until its mandate was redefined and broadened in 1977. The Auditor 
General examines government accounts and financial statements and is 
required to report his findings to the House of Commons.

Canadian Commercial Corporation, 1944-1971, 9.6 m RG 65 


This Corporation was established in 1946 by the Canadian Commercial 
Corporation Act to assume the functions of the Canadian Export Board in the 
procurement of goods and services in Canada for foreign governments and 
the United Nations. In 1947, the CCC assumed responsibility for the pro- 
curement requirements of National Defence until the formation of the De- 
partment of Defence Production (RG 49) in 1951. The Corporation was 
integrated with this department, now Supply and Services (RG 98), in 1963. 
In 1976, the CCC assumed more responsibility for facilitating export trade by 
closer co-operation with the private sector and, two-years later, it established 
headquarters independent of Supply and Services and with majority repre- 
sentation from the private sector on its Board of Directors. The main func- 
tions of the Corporation are to assist in the development of export trade and 
to assist Canadians in procuring goods and services from abroad.

From 1852 to 1893, immigration and quarantine were the responsibility of 
the Department of Agriculture (RG 17). To bring together land settlement 
and immigration, the latter was transferred to the Department of the Interior 
(RG 15) in 1893 and established as a separate Immigration Branch. Quaran- 
tine remained with Agriculture, however, until 1919. In 1917, an indepen- 
dent Department of Immigration and Colonization was created. This was 
reduced to branch status as part of the new Department of Mines and 
Resources (RG 22) established in 1936. With the post-war immigration boom, 
a new Department of Citizenship and Immigration (RG 26) was formed in 
1949 from the Immigration Branch of Mines and Resources and the Citizen- 
ship Registration Branch of Secretary of State (RG 6). This Department 
became, in 1966, the Department of Manpower and Immigration (RG 118) 
and, in 1976, Employment and Immigration Canada. The Branch adminis- 
ters the recruitment, selection, and settlement of immigrants, and prior to 
1967 carried out deportation orders (RG 82).

Patentable inventions developed at the 
Council are made available for manufacture through a wholly owned sub- 
sidiary, Canadian Patents and Development Limited (RG 121). The NRC 
functions as a national science laboratory, a patron of Canadian scientific 
research, and a vital link between the scientific interests of government, 
industry, and the university community.

Tariff Board, 1910-1979, 70 m RG 79 


Established in 1931, this Board derives its authority from the Tariff Board 
Act, the Customs Act, the Excise Tax Act, and the Anti-Dumping Act. It 
replaced the Board of Customs initially created in 1903. Under the Tariff 
Board Act, the Board inquires into and reports on matters relating to goods 
that are subject to or exempt from customs duties or excise taxes if brought 
into Canada. Under the Customs Act, the Excise Tax Act, and the Anti- 
Dumping Act, the Board acts as a court to hear appeals from decisions of the 
Department of National Revenue, Customs and Excise, concerning excise 
taxes, tariff classification, value for duty, drawback of customs duties, and 
determination of normal value or export price in dumping matters. Reports 
of the Board are tabled in the House of Commons by the Minister of Finance 
(RG 19).

Established in 1912, the Board of Grain Commissioners provided general 
supervision over the physical handling of grain by licencing elevators; in- 
specting, grading, and weighing grain at terminals; and operating six Cana- 
dian Government Elevators. The Commission has reported alternatively 
through the Departments of Trade and Commerce (RG 20) and Agriculture 
(RG 17). In 1971, its name was changed to the Canadian Grain Commission.

The Office of Fuel Controller existed from 1917 to 1919 to ease coal shortages 
during the First World War. In 1922, the Dominion Fuel Board was created to 
explore methods of achieving national self-sufficiency for fuel. Most of its 
functions were transferred to the Coal Administrator of the Wartime Prices 
and Trade Board (RG 64) in 1941 to avoid duplication. After the war crisis 
passed, the Dominion Coal Board was established in 1947 to aid the develop- 
ment and marketing of Canadian coal and to improve the conditions of coal 
miners. The Board was dissolved in 1970. It has reported through the 
Departments of Mines, 1922-1936 (RG 86), Mines and Resources, 1936-1941 
(RG 21), Labour, 1941-1943 (RG 27), Munitions and Supply, 1943-1948 (RG 
28), Trade and Commerce, 1948-1951 (RG 20), Mines and Technical Surveys, 
1951-1966 (RG 21), and Energy, Mines and Resources, 1966-1970 (RG 21).

The Board was established in 1967 to provide an avenue of appeal to persons 
ordered deported from Canada or whose sponsored relatives were refused 
admission.

From the initial reservation of the Hot Springs at Banff in 1885, Parks Canada 
has now grown to encompass twenty-eight national parks, more than sixty 
national historic parks and major sites, and ten historically significant canal 
systems. First controlled by the Dominion Lands Branch of the Department 
of the Interior (RG 15) through its Superintendent of Rocky Mountains Park, 
Parks became in 1908 a unit of the Forestry Branch (RG 39) and, in 1911, a 
separate entity known as the Dominion (later National) Parks Branch. From 
1918 to 1966, the Canadian Wildlife Service (RG 109) was a unit within the 
National Parks Branch. Parks, in 1973, acquired control of historic canals 
previously administered by the Departments of Public Works, 1841-1879 (RG 
11), Railways and Canals, 1879-1936 (RG 43), and Transport, 1936-1973 (RG 
12). The Conservation or Parks Canada Program (since 1971) and its pre- 
decessors have maintained their distinctiveness as units of several larger 
departments; for an explanation of these parent organizations, see the entry 
for RG 22. From 1922 to 1964, Wood Buffalo National Park was administered 
by the Northern Affairs Program and its predecessors (RG 85). In 1979, Parks 
Canada became part of the Department of the Environment (RG 108).

The expansion of the activities of the Department of the Interior (RG 15) led to 
the appointment in 1884 of a Superintendent of Mines responsible for 
inspecting mining operations, gathering statistics, and promoting mining 
activity on federal lands. (The actual leasing of Dominion Lands for mining 
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purposes was the responsibility of the Timber, Mines and Grazing Branch 
and the Mining Lands and Yukon Branch, and their successors, in the 
Department of the Interior — see RG 15 and RG 85). The activities of the 
Superintendent expanded to become the Mines Branch (within Interior) in 
1903, In 1907, this Mines Branch was combined with the Geological Survey of 
Canada (RG 45) to create an independent Department of Mines. Mines was 
again reduced after 1936 to branch status within several larger departments; 
for an explanation of these parent organizations, see the entry for RG 21. In 
1974, the Mines Branch was altered substantially to become the Canada 
Centre for Mineral and Energy Technology (CANMET). The statistical func- 
tions of the Mines Branch were eventually assumed by the Mineral Re- 
sources Branch (RG 87).

A Division of Mineral Statistics and Mines was established in 1886 in the 
Geological and Natural History Survey and Museum Branch of the Depart- 
ment of the Interior (RG 15). The Division remained part of the independent 
Geological Survey of Canada (RG 45) from 1890 to 1907. In 1907, the GSC 
combined with the Mines Branch (RG 86) to form the new Department of 
Mines. A Mineral Resources and Statistics Division within the new agency 
continued to collect and publish full statistics on mineral production and 
metallurgical industries in Canada. In 1920, the statistics gathering function 
of the Division was transferred to the Dominion Bureau of Statistics (RG BE 
the Division remained to analyze such information and interpret it to gov- 
ernment and industry.

This Branch has been primarily responsible for the extension of an accurate, 
comprehensive, and co-ordinated survey system for all of Canada as a basis 
for discovery, settlement, resource development, and defence. Its pre- 
decessors have also been involved in astronomical and metrological work, 
irrigation, water power, and international and interprovincial boundary 
surveys. With the transfer of Rupert’s Land to Canada in 1869, the Depart- 
ment of Public Works (RG 11) became responsible for surveying the newly 
acquired territory. In 1871, a Surveyor General of Dominion Lands was 
appointed in the Department of the Secretary of State (RG 6). The surveying 
function was transferred to the new Department of the Interior (RG 15) in 
1873, where it grew under various names to become an important aspect of 
western development, the Surveyor General on occasion even being the 
Deputy Minister of the Department. After the abolition of Interior in 1936, 
the Surveys and Mapping Branch maintained its distinctiveness as a unit of 
several larger departments; for an explanation of these parent organizations, 
see the entry for RG 21. During some periods it also had the toponymy 
responsibilities of the Geographical Branch (RG 92).

Water Resources Branch, 1881-1971, 58.2 m RG 89 


The passage of the North-West Territories Irrigation Act in 1894 vested all 
water rights in the Crown and permitted leasing to private companies for 
irrigation projects. As a result the Timber, Mines and Grazing Branch of the 
Department of the Interior (RG 15) became the Timber, Mines, Grazing and 
Irrigation Branch. In 1908, a Forestry and Irrigation Branch (RG 39) was 
organized and, in 1912, a separate Irrigation Branch was formed. This ex- 
panded to the Reclamation Service in 1918 and the (Dominion) Water Power 
and Reclamation Service in 1924. Although the irrigation and water power 
functions were given to the prairie provinces in 1930, the Water Resources 
Branch (as it came to be known) continued to collect and analyze stream-flow 
and run-off data for all of Canada to be used for the purposes of irrigation, 
power developments, food control, drainage, navigation, and water supply. 
With the abolition of the Department of the Interior in 1936, Water Resources 
fell under the Departments of Mines and Resources, 1936-1949; Resources 
and Development, 1949-1953; and Northern Affairs and National Resources, 
1953-1966 (see RG 21, RG 22, and RG 85). In 1966, the Water Resources Branch 
of the Department of Northern Affairs and National Resources combined 
with the Marine Sciences Branch (notably the hydrographic survey) of the 
Department of Mines and Technical Surveys (see RG 21 and RG 88) to form 
the Water Group or Sector of the Department of Energy, Mines and Re- 
sources (RG 21). In 1970, water functions were transferred to the Department 
of Fisheries and Forestry, which in 1971 became the Department of the 
Environment (RG 108). In 1979, some water functions were moved to the new 
Department of Fisheries and Oceans.

More recently, the Commission has reported to 
Parliament through and received its appropriations from the Minister of 
Indian Affairs and Northern Development, who was responsible through

The Yukon Territory Act of 1898 established a territorial government headed 
by a Commissioner and appointed (after 1908 elected) Council. The Com- 
missioner-in-Council has legislative powers similar to those of provincial 
governments, but excluding natural resources and the management and sale 
of Crown lands. Certain financial and other constraints are also imposed by 
Ottawa through the Department of Indian Affairs and Northern Develop- 
ment, and its predecessors (RG 22, RG 85, and RG 15). The Yukon govern- 
ment is responsible for the territorial public service, property and leases, 
marriage, liquor and business licences, justice administration, education, 
game management, and municipal services.

(RG 15) to be responsible for Canadian geographic nomenclature as well as 
the production of maps and general information on explorations and geogra- 
phy. A separate Chief Geographer’s Branch emerged in 1909, which in 1923 
merged with the Natural Resources Intelligence Bureau of the Department of 
the Interior. The collection of geographical data and control of place names 
was subsumed in the Surveys and Mapping Branch (RG 88) from 1933 to 
1947. In 1947, a Geographical Bureau (Branch in 1949) was again established. 
It reported through three successive departments; for an explanation of 
these parent organizations, see the entry for RG 21. In 1968, when the 
geographical responsibilities again reverted to the Surveys and Mapping 
Branch, the Geographical Branch was abolished.

The first official meteorological observation in Canada took place in 1839 
following the establishment of an observatory at Toronto by the British 
government. Meteorological work was assumed by Canada in 1853 and, at 
the time of Confederation, this responsibility was assumed by the Depart- 
ment of Marine and Fisheries (RG 42), and in 1936 by the Department of 
Transport (RG 12). Finally in 1971, the Atmospheric Environment Service 
became part of the Department of Environment (RG 108). The AES supplies 
historical, current, and predictive meteorological, sea-state, and ice informa- 
tion for all areas of Canada and adjacent waters primarily to the Department 
of Transport and the Department of National Defence. The Service also 
provides weather forecasting information to the general public.

In 1975, the Office of the Administrator, Anti-Inflation Act, was established as 
one of three agencies to administer the program of restraint on prices and 
incomes. The Administrator was authorized to make binding decisions 
where contravention of the guidelines was shown or where the parties 
affected were dissatisfied with the position taken by the AIB. He was also 
empowered to investigate all aspects of the dispute and to issue legally 
binding Orders which set a maximum limit on price and wage increases. The 
Office ceased operations in 1980.

The Department of the Environment was established in 1971 to bring under 
one minister the principal government activities relating to environmental 
quality.

Service (RG 109) from Indian Affairs and Northern Development (RG 22); the 
Water Sector (RG 89) from Energy, Mines and Resources (RG 21); Air Pollu-

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fare (RG 29); Canadian Meteorological Service (RG 93) from Transport (RG 
12); and the Canada Land Inventory from Regional Economic Expansion (RG

of State and became, in 1979, with the water resources units the new Depart- 
ment of Fisheries and Oceans. Parks Canada (RG 84) was transferred to 
Environment in 1979 from Indian Affairs and Northern Development.

When responsibility for 
wildlife protection in the North (RG 85) and national parks was added, this 
official became the Supervisor of Wildlife Protection. This unit grew by 1947 
into the Dominion (later Canadian) Wildlife Service and, in 1966, left the 
National Parks Branch to become an independent part of the Department of 
Indian Affairs and Northern Development (RG 22). In 1971, the Canadian 
Wildlife Service joined the new Department of the Environment (RG 108). It 
is primarily responsible for migratory bird regulations, and advises the 
provinces and national parks on wildlife management and endangered 
species.

The Combines Investigation Act of 1910 was designed to provide the facilities 
for the investigation and the prosecution of alleged combines. It was re- 
pealed in 1919 and replaced with the Board of Commerce which in turn was 
superseded with a new Combines Act in 1923. Since then the legislation has 
been amended on numerous occasions. The Act was administered by the 
Labour Department (RG 27) until 1947 when it was transferred to the Justice
